Movie studios don’t look like 
Mr. Average American’s concep- 
tion of how a _ movie. studio 


‘should look. 


For Warner Bros.’ faree-comedy 
“Talent Scout,” which comes to 
tees i Theatre on | 6S. 
and which is laid against a Alie. 
studio background, the art de- 
partment built a series of sets 
representing a studio reception 
room, several executives’ offices, 
dressing rooms and _ even sets 
themselves—not as they really 
are, but as the public imagines 
them to be. 


“We have all those things in 
the studio,” admitted Art Direc- 
tor Esdras Hartley, “but they 
don’t look enough like the pub- 
lie’s conception of them to get 
by in a picture. 

“So we had to build them to 
live up to that conception. In 
simpler words, we had to make 
them look about fifty times more 
luxurious and spectacular than 
they actually are.” 


In a few instances the “Talent 
Scout” company used bona-fide 
settings. The studio cafe was con- 
verted temporarily into a movie 
set for one sequence and an ac- 
tual test set was employed for 
another sequence, depicting 
Jeanne Madden making a sereen 
test. 


A real projection room was 
used for a scene and the entire 
studio lot was shown in an air- 
plane shot. 


Donald Woods, Jeanne Madden, 
Fred Lawrence and _ Rosalind 
Marquis are the stars of “Talent 
Scout.” The play is based upon a 
recent airplane tour of the Uni- 
ted States made by a bevy of 
beauties from the studio, to ex- 
ploit “Gold Diggers of 1937.” 
Rosalind Marquis herself was the 
star of that trip, and one of the 
stars of the musical it advertised.

“Talent Scout” from a screen play 
by George R. Bilson and William 
Jacobs. 
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Talent scouts in the flesh are 
cold caleulating dealers in poten- 
tial personality and dramatic abil- 
ity. That is a blunt evaluation 
of the “secret service” of the 
movie industry—a body of well- 
trained men who literally cover 
the country in a never-ceasing 
search for new faces. 

These young countenances, un- 
known today, may well become, 
and often do, the shining lights 
of tomorrow’s screens. A girl, 
scarcely out of her teens, in a 
few short months becomes a world 
renowned figure, a personage 
stormed by adoring crowds wher- 
ever she goes making the head- 
lines as often as dictators, presi- 
dents and international bankers. 
Ineredible—but true! 

All this because when she was 
taking part in a small college 
play for example, the shrewd eye 
of a talent scout was attracted 


by some quality in the way she 
spoke, or walked—or smiled. He 
knew that this quality, if pro- 
jected on a thousand screens 
would result in immediate fame, 
easily cashed in at the boxoffice 
by her backers. 

In an interview with a scout 
from the Warner Bros.’ talent de- 
partment who prefers to remain 
anonymous, your correspondent 
got the following statement: 
“Finding new talent today is no 
longer a _ hit-or-miss proposition. 
We have men, all of them well- 
trained judges of talent who have 
been on the dramatie and movie 


front; so to speak, just about all 
their lives. 

“They cover all the Broadway 
productions, of every nature, most 
of the larger college shows—and 
a good many of the smaller ones 
—night clubs in all the principal 
cities. And even with this vast 
coverage, their job is not ended. 
The scout is on the alert for his 
quarry when he walks down the 
street, when he steps on a train, 
or a boat, or a plane—even when 
he drops in at the corner drug 
store for a soda.” 

In addition to the company’s 
own staff, there are people around 
the country like house managers, 
dramatic group instructors, for 
whose judgment the talent staff 
has great respect, and as a result 
more than one star in Hollywood 
today was “discovered” through 
just such a channel.

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Halent Scouting Is The Secret ROSALIND MARQUIS 
Service Of The Movie Industr

ID HARD WORKER— 
LEARNS ALL LINES 


If making rules and sticking to 
them has any bearing on the mat- 
ter, Rosalind Marquis should be 
a great success in pictures. 

Although she has been in films 
only a year, Miss Marquis has 
some rather definite ideas about 
acting, the basie principle being 
hard work and endless study. 

Between scenes of the First 
National production, “Talent 
Scout,” her current picture which 
is now on the sereen at the 
Theatre, the young 
Chicago singer told of her “rules 
of acting.” 

Miss Marquis thinks it is a 
great mistake for a film player 
to learn only a day’s dialogue at 
a time. When she is given a seript 
she memorizes her lines thorough- 
ly from start to finish, brushing 
up on each day’s dialogue as the 
picture progresses. 

“T think that I’m able to get a 
better grasp on the part by learn- 
ing all the dialogue beforehand,” 
she explains. 

Her next rule of acting calls 
for her to rehearse in front of a 
full-length mirror, if possible. 

“There’s nothing that makes 
for improvement like seeing your 
own faults,” she says. 

Rule 3 is to see all pictures 
and legitimate stage plays her 
time will permit. 

Rule 4: Discuss scenes with di- 
rectors; tell him how you feel 
about them and suggest changes 
if you think they’ll help. If 
yowre wrong, he’ll tell you. 

Rule 5: Study the type of 
clothes you wear and try to get 
costumes that fit your personality. 

Rule 6: Study someone who 
is the type of person you may 
have to portray. If it’s a clerk 
in a department store, spend a 
couple of hours watching real 
clerks at work. True-to-life per- 
formances are always the best.

“Tt’s all so amazingly simple,” 
says this Scranton, Pennsylvania, 
girl who made good overnight in 
the movies as Dick Powell’s lead- 
ing lady in “Stage Struck,” and 
who is currently playing opposite 
Don Woods in the First National 
production, “Talent Scout,” at the 
Theatre.

Donald Woods, the movie actor, 
has written—started and finished 
—36 plays. Only one has ever 
been produced. That was during 
his college days at the University 
of California. The others are at 
the bottom of a trunk. 

Woods has started somewhere 
between 75 and 80 other plays, 
none of which has ever been fin- 
ished. Some of these, which he 
calls “false starts,” are only two 
or three pages long. Several cover 
fifty, sixty and more pages of 
manuscript. 

“They’re all terrible, including 
the one that was produced at the 
University,” asserts the handsome 
young First National leading man, 


who is currently featured in 
“Talent Scout,’ which is now 
showing at the: =.= fc: Theatre. 


But Woods is determined that 
some day he will realize his boy- 
hood ambition and write a great 
play. 

“Tf it takes forty years and 
ten thousand more false starts, 
TV’m going to do it,” he declares.

By “keeping out of the social 
whirl,’ Woods explained, he 
doesn’t mean that a married 
couple must become hermits to 
stay married in Hollywood. He 
does believe, however, that night 
clubs and bright lights are often 
fatal to a marriage. 

The Woods, who have been 
married ten years, Mrs. Woods 
being the former Josephine Van 
de Horek, a German baroness in 
her own right, have their own 
circle of friends, but their social 
life is restricted, except in rare 
cases, to their own home or the 
homes of their friends. : 

As for children, Woods says 
the reason he includes them in his 
formula for a successful marriage 
in Hollywood, or anywhere else 
for that matter, is obvious. 

“They are the strongest tie that 
binds a husband and wife,” he 
said. The Woods have two young- 
sters. 

“Separate vacations also are es- 
sential to a completely happy

Bringing you directly into one 
of the biggest of all movie studios 
in Hollywood — “Talent Scout,” 
the First National comedy opened 
yesterday at the....... . Theatre, 
is an excellent and revealing bit 
of film fare. 


“Talent Scout” is, indeed, a 
movie about movie-making, and, 
besides showing the technique of 
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the business, we are conducted 
in a light fashion through the 
various manipulations of the 
making of stars and their careers 
thereafter. 


Donald Woods has the title 
role, and he does a convincing 
job. He is first shown as the 
guardian of a flock of chorus 
girls making personal appear- 
ances. He is then fired, but re- 
coups his fortunes by discovering 
a star singer in the person of 
Jeanne Madden. After failing at 
first, he puts her over by a clever 
scheme and thereafter guides her 
career, although later he proves 
a martyr by gallantly withdraw- 
ing from her love life in favor 
of her screen partner, Fred Law- 
rence. 

Miss Madden’s singing perform- 
ance is more than satisfactory. 


In fact the nineteen-year-old star 
was once trained by Queena 
Mario of the Metropolitan Opera 
Company. In supporting roles are 
Fred Lawrence handsome former 
radio singer, and Rosalind Mar- 
quis who scored a short while ago 
in “Gold Diggers of 1937.” 

Besides the performances given 
by the principals, one feature of 
the picture is the manner in 
which the audience is given the 
lowdown on how Hollywood op- 
erates. While always in an exag- 
gerated and light fashion, the 
lines in the dialogue given to the 
production chief in the picture 
on the subject of awarding jobs 
to the relatives of the president 
of the company are always amus- 
ing, and exactly in keeping with 
the popular conception of the 
situation in the film center. 

The music and numbers are 
especially good. The team of M. 
K. Jerome and Jack Seholl is 
rapidly coming to be one of the 
best writing teams in Hollywood. 
They have done almost all the 
westerns for Warner Bros., one 
of their best hits being “My 
Little Buckaroo.” 

The team has recently com- 
pleted work on “Ever Since Eve” 
with Marion Davies and Robert 
Montgomery and “The Perfect 
Specimen” with Errol Flynn and 
Joan Blondell in addition to 
“Talent Scout,” which gives an 
idea as to how prolific the pair is. 
One of the numbers “No, No, 
Senor,” is aided by Rosalind 
Marquis and a group of Spanish 


daneing girls. 


Teddy Hart, brother of the 
song writing Hart of Rodgers and 
Hart, and one of the “Three Men 
On A Horse” in both stage and 


screen versions, plays the part of 
one of the songwriters. Seen only 
for a brief moment, the diminu- 
tive comedian is always a wel- 
come performer. 

Together with Jack Scholl, 
Hart plays the other half of the 
writing team which Donald

song. Turned out supposedly in a 
few minutes, the lyrics of the 


Rosalind 
Marquis 
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number are so worded as to bring 
the estranged pair of Jeanne 
Madden and Fred Lawrence back 
together for the traditional happy 
ending. Lawrence it may be re- 
membered is the former soloist 
with Ben Bernie, discovered by 
the maestro when the star-to-be 
was his secretary. 

The dialogue was written by 
George Bilson and William Jacobs 
from an original story by the 
former.

PROP MAN VIEWS 
SELF ON SCREEN 
FOR FIRST TIME 


Clarence Eurist has been a 
property man in film studios for 
a good many years. As such it 
has been a part of his job to snap 
the “slate” in front of the camera 
whenever a scene is started. Eur- 
ist estimates that he has executed 
this prosaic but highly important 
task at least seven or eight thou- 
sand times, which means that he 
has been photographed by the 
movie camera the same number of 
times. 

Yet Eurist never saw himself 
on the screen until a few weeks 


.ago. His likeness always is snip- 


ped out of the film by the film 
editor’s shears. 

In fact, his task—holding the 
square black slate listing the 
name of the picture, the number 
of the scene and take, and other 
information, and pulling the eon- 
cealed trigger which makes a 
small piece of the slate turn from 
black to white—is purely for the 
film editor’s benefit. 

In addition to informing the 
editor (or outter) where each 
particular scene belongs in the 
finished picture, the click of the 
slate and the small square turn- 
ing from black to white gives him 
visual and oral evidence that 
camera negative and sound nega- 
tive are in synchronization. 

Recently, for the first time in 
his life, Eurist snapped the slate 
in front of a camera knowing 
definitely that his likeness would’ 
remain in the picture and be 
shown upon the sereens of the 
world when the production was 
released. 

It was during the making of a 
scene for First National comedy 
“Talent Scout,’ which will come 
to the Theatre on....... 
The scene depicts Jeanne Mad- 
den, who plays the feminine lead 
opposite Donald Woods, making 
a sereen test. 

Director William Clemens de- 
cided to film the sequence in such 
a manner that it would show the 
entire procedure attending a 
screen test, from the snapping of 
the slate at the start of the test 
to the directorial “cut!” at the 
finish. 

Eurist was the man who held 
the slate and for once in his life 
he knew the cutter’s shears 
wouldn’t snip him out of the pic- 
ture.

Often after picking up a pros- 
pect the scout will have to coach 
and advise his “raw material” for 
months, or else just watch from 
the sidelines to chart the progress 
made until such time that the 
scout steps in with a contract. 


Beverly Roberts, for example, 
was “spotted” singing in a New 
York night club. It was weeks 
before Warners signed her, dur- 
ing which time she was watched 
and guided until she was ready. 
Different companies have conflict- 
ing ideas as to prospects. Fre- 
quently one company will sign 
a prospect on viewing him after 
another company has watched and 
perhaps even screen tested him 
with little interest. (Oftentimes 
studios have regretted such ac- 
tion.) 

Dick Powell was a master of 
ceremonies in a Pittsburgh thea- 
tre, the manager liked him, had 
him scouted, and he was on his 
way. Olivia De Havilland was 
playing in a school production of 
“A Midsummer Night’s Dream” 
when one of Max Reinhardt’s 
scouts was attracted. Jane Bryan, 
pretty young player of “Marked 
Woman” and “Kid Galahad,” 
Wayne Morris, sensational star 
of the latter picture, Gloria Dick- 
son, who will shortly be seen in 
Mervyn LeRoy’s “They Won’t 
Forget” are all new faces and 
talent seen in various group thea- 
tre productions. And all are on 
their way, to take the word of the 
most calloused critics in the coun- 
try. 

In fact it is safe to say that 
about three quarters of the stars 
in Hollywood today have come 
from the ranks recruited by the 
scouts. For all of it, the same 
scouts are unimpressed. When 
they send a prospect to the coast, 
the studio takes over the raw 
material and the talent scout con- 
tinues on his way, ever searching 
for fresh and aspiring hopefuls, 
unknown “talent” today but who 
knows, maybe stars tomorrow.
